Our Trade With Russia 
Un d er au thority of a 1939 law, Presid en t Tru man 
has halted the export of military su pplies to Ru ssia 
an d eastern Eu rope. It was a sen sible an d n ecessary 
move, perhaps too lon g d elayed . Bu t It hasn ’t satisfied 
those who poin t ou t that in these d ays of total war 
all good s can be con v erted to military u se. Food , tex­ 
tiles. lu mber, hid es—all are as n ecessary as bu llets 
to operate the military machin e. 
However, trad e with Ru ssia hasn ’t been a on e­ 
way proposition . Complete su spen sion of ou r trad e 
with her wou ld cu t off 35 percen t of ou r man gan ese 
imports an d 29 percen t of ou r chromiu m. Fu rthermore, 
In vestigation of an east-west trad e war wou ld halt 
the very con sid erable commerce which mores throu gh 
the so-called iron cu rtain , Su pplyin g western Eu rope 
with what Ru ssia n ow sells there wou ld pu t « greater 
strain on ou r econ omy.

Ohio Chamber of Commerce criticism of leav e 
regu lation s for fed eral employes is Ju stified . A su rv ey 
by sen ators Ball an d Brid ges for the sen ate appro­ 
priation s committee shows wastefu l practices an d u n ­ 
paralleled liberality th at wou ld ban kru pt a priv ate 
employer.

The d octor’s search 
for cau ses will be somewhat con d i­ 
tion ed by the age of the patien t. 
In a child , for in stan ce, he will, 
as a ru le, firet su spect n ephritis or 
kid n ey in flammation , an d pyelitis 
or in flammation of the part of the 
kid n ey In which the u rin e collects 
before it passes in to the blad d er. 
When these are ru led ou t by d iag­ 
n ostic teats, he will probably thin k 
n ext of rickets an d scu rvy, both of 
which hav e been kn own to cau se 
this symptom. 
Diseare Affectin g Blo o d 
In obscu re cases he will also con ­ 
sid er the possibility of some d isease 
affectin g th« blood Itself, su ch as 
pu rpu ra in which there is bleed in g 
in to the skin an d membran es of the 
bod y; hemophilia in which the clot­ 
tin g power of the blood is affected 
an d in tern al hemorrhages are com­ 
mon , or leu kemia, in which there is 
a great in crease in the n u mber of# 
white cell*. 
In you n g an d mid d le-aged ad u lts 
th« presen ce of Wood in the u rin e 
may also 
in d icate 
pyelitis 
an d 
n ephritis, bu t here the d octor mu st 
thin k 
of certain other 
possible 
cau ses as well amon g them tu ber­ 
cu losis of th e kid n ey, ston e in the 
Mad d er u reter or kid n ey an d in ­ 
fection s of the u rin ary tract. 
In late mid d le-aged an d eld erly
